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INTRODUCTION 

This  is  the  first  complete  summary  of  snow  survey  measure- 
ments prepared  for  Nevada.     It  is  planned  to  publish  an  up-to-date 
summary  every  five  years  hereafter.    Data  given  in  this  report 
were  published  in  past  snow  surveys  and  irrigation  water  forecasts 
for  Nevada.    All  past  records  have  been  recheclced  and  some  few 
minor  corrections  have  been  mode.     Therefore,  data  included  in  this 
report  should  supersede  any  previously  published  figures  not  in 
agreement  herewith.     The  majority  of  Nevada  snow  surveys  are  made  on 
or  near  the  first  of  March  and  April  and  published  in  the  Nevada 
bulletin  for  those  dates.

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The  following  tables  are  generally  self-explanatory.    Courses  are 
described  by  locating  by  section,  township,  range,  elevation,  and 
number  of  samples.    A  definition  of  the  following  snow  surveying 
terms  may  be  useful  to  the  reader: 

Snow  Course  -  A  line  or  serios  of  connecting  lines  along  which  snow 
samples  ere  taken  at  regularly  spaced  points.    The  number  of  samples 
may  be  10  or  one  course  and  as  high  as  20  or  30  on  another.  The 
spacing  is  usually  25,  50,  or  100  feet  between  sample  points.  Each 
line  is  permanently  marked  at  the  end  points  with  masonite  signs 
attached  to  two  inch  iron  pipe  set  in  concrete,  or  to  trees. 

Snow  Depth  -  The  depth  of  snow  measured,  in  inches,  at  a  sampling 
point  along  a  snow  course. 

Water  Content  -  The  amount  of  water,  in  inches,  as  determined  by 
weighing  a  snow  core  at  the  sampling  site. 

Snow  Survey  -  The  measurement  of  snow  depth  and  water  content  at  each 
of  the  designated  sampling  points  on  a  given  snow  course. 

.Average  Snow  De pth  -  The  arithmetical  mean  of  the  snow  depths  of  all 
samples  along  a  snow  course  during  any  single  survey. 

Average  Water  Content  -  The  arithmetical  mean  of  the  snow  water 
contents  of  all  samples  along  a  snow  course  during  any  single 
survey.
